earned, 


producer-consumer cooperation; farm 
relief legisalation by congress 
farm 


prices based on the cost of produc- 
tion, the cutting of parcel post rates 
so farmers can sell direct to the con- 
sumer, pooling of the farmers buying 
power, complete revision of rural edu- 
cation of concrete roads, and demand 
that the county agents spread the doc- 
trine of cooperation. 


In the political field the convention 


favored direct vote for president of the 
United States, 
repeal of the Esch- 


Cummins law, retention of the person- 
al property tax in Wisconsin continu- 
ance of the direct primary, election of 
federal judges to 10 year terms instead 
of appointment for life, opposition to 
the Mellon tax bill, opposition to the 
world court, discontinuance of tax-ex- 
empt bonds, and 
condemnation of 


slush funds in politics. 


Teaching of agriculture in every ru- 


ral school was asked including arith- 
metic text books with problems con- 
cerning the the farm, and text books 
in reading which emphasize the farm- 
ers' contribution to the development of 
America.

served. 


"The original general design for the 


ontire university presented 
certain 


points of emphasis. 
Bascom hall, is 


the- crown of the general design. Oth- 
er buildings, placed according to the 
well studied plan of building locations 
continued tho scheme of setting, cir- 
culation and segregation. The college 
of Letters and Science occupies the 
"Hill," the college of Medicine the 
area west of Charter-st, the college of 
Agriculture the area west of the Col- 
lege of Medicine, and the college of 
Engineering the north fronntage of 
Camp Randall. 


"In the passing of "IS years since 


the preparation of the general design 
certain important events have trans- 
pired, which inevitably lead to modifi- 
cations of this first study. The parti- 
cular element of change is that of 
enlargement. Tho university in 190S 
was a moderately 
large institution 


and the- design then prepared for fu- 
ture growth looked to bo ample. 


AREAS TOO SMALL 


"By some it was regarded as ambi- 


tious. 
Today the areas are insuffi- 


cient. But that is inevitable.

"Fortunately

// You Can 9t Sleep, Don't 


Worry, Is Experts9 Advice 


One- of the greatest difficulties with 


people suffering with insomnia is the 
tendency to worry about their condi- 
tion with the result that they are de- 
nied the rest they might have, even 
though they cannot sleep, according 
to a statement today by the health 
committee of the State Medical Socie- 
ty of Wisconsin. 


"Most everyone at one time or an- 


other has had the exasperating ex- 
perience of being unable to sleep prob- 
ably for onely one night at a time 
or for several nights in succession," 
the health committee declares. "As a 
general rule some cause is assignable 
for tho occurrence such as noise, ex- 
citement, worry, illness or any one 
OL a number of things, but. iho sleep 
episodes hardly deserve the name in- 
somnia, but they give a sufficient idea 
of what insomnia really is to make 
one hope ho is never afflicted with the 
real thing. 


"Insomnia is a prolonged inability 


to sleep the individual's usual length 
of time. This length of time varies 
with .the individual and the age of 
tho individual, the degree of tho in- 
somnia varies as widely, from a few 
hours sleep to practically none. Un- 
fortunately 
when one loses much 


sleep there is a tendency to worry. 
This worry frequently becomes 
so 


marked that it is more harmful than 
tho loss of sleep. 


"One troubled with insomnia should 


certainly take steps to find whether 
or not there is some diseased condi- 
tion responsible for it 
Among the 


more common causes are: overfeeding, 
indigestion, constipation, -worms, stim- 
ulants such as coffee and tea, kidney 
and heart diseases, mental disturb- 
ance and intense study. 


"Tho effects of a marked insomnia 


are manifested by diminution of ap- 
petite, poor digestion, loss of energy, 
and good nature. All of these things 
in time, of course can give rise to 
more serious conditions. 
Relief 
for 


tho condition is not difficult. There 
should be an overwhelming and regu- 
lation of habits, a thorough physical 
examination by the family physician 
to determine whether or not there is 
some organic condition that should 
bo corrected. Generally insomnia can 
bo relieved by 
following common 


sonso rules of hygiene, diet, and ha- 
bits. 


"In the first place 
a cold, dark 


well-ventilated room with quietude is 
important. A preparatory period of 
sleepiness must be cultivated, 
the 


mind and body put as thoroughly at 
rest as possible. Reading is often re- 
sorted to, but too freqeuntly 
the 


wrong sort of literature is read and 
causes an excitement that Is apt to 
discourage rather than promote sleep. 
Regular hours for retiring and awak 
ening are important. Cold extremi- 
ties and a chilled skin are not con- 
ductive to sleep and should be cor- 
rected. A warm bath, followed by a 
drink of warm milk, lemonade 
or 


water are helpful. Drugs that pro- 
moto sleep should be taken only on 
tho advice of a physician. Depend-

WATER DIVERSION 


Arthur M. -Bushwcll, chief of the Illi- 


nois State Water survey, writing- in the 
Review of Reviews for December, what 
is evidently an attempt to review the 
matter of water diversion through the 
Chicago Sanitary 
canal 
impartially, 


makes out a rather strong case against 
the Chicago plan of sewage dilution. The 
hopelessness of Chicago's attempt to di- 
vert more and more water for sewage 
disposal as the city continues to grow, 
and the uselessness of this diversion for 
water traffic must be apparent to those 
•vvho read this article. On the use of wa- 
ter for sewage dilution he says: 


•When the question of the disposal of Chicago's 


selvage was under consideration and diversion 
and dilution were adopted it was estimated that 
an amount of watpr equivalent to four <~ubic 
feet per second per thousand population would 
sufficiently dilute the sewage so that no nui- 
sance would be caused in th<5 Illinois River val- 
ley. This estimate was basei' on experience both 
in this country and abroad where disposal by 
dilution was practiced. On this basis the drain- 
age canal, with a flow cf 10,000 cu^ic feet per 
second could handle the wastes of 2.500.000 
people. During the first few years with 
the 


smaller population of the 
Sanitary district of 


Chicago and the lower flow with the sedimenta- 
tion of solids in the canal, the conditions in the 
Illinois river were not objectionable and normal 
stream life existed well up to the head of the 
river. 
But today the actual population of t: district 


is about 3,000,000 and the wastes from the vari- 
ous manufactories represent nearly 2,000,000 
more people, making the population load about 
twice that for which the dilution system was 
designed. The result is what was predicted it 
would be by those who planned the system, in 
case the limits they set were exceeded. The river 
is in a septic malodorou- condition for 156 miles 
from Chicago, a stretch which flows through, the 
most picturesque scenic district of the state. 


It must be apparent from, this that if 


Chicago is to follow the practice, cf dilut- 
ing its sewage, it needs now. not 10,000 
cubic feet of water per secjnd but 20,000 
cubic feet for effective treatment and will 
continue to need more and more as time 
goes on. It should be noted also that the 
next 10.000 cubic feet per second will 
have to come entirely from Lake Michi- 
gan. In view of the"iact that a part of the 
present flow in the canal is composed of 
the reversed flow of the Chicago river., a 
source no longer available, future diver- 
sion will be felt even more rapidly upon 
the levels of the lake. 


On the question of lowering the lake 


level this writer says: 


About six inches of the present lowering of 


the lakes is probably attributable to the diversion 
through the Sanitarj- canal, while about a foot 
of the lowering is laid to other diversions, 
changes in channels, and so on. 
However, six 


inches is of considerable importance. It has been 
estimated that the loss on the amount of freight 
that can be carried on large lake freighters is 
about 5323,000 per year for each 1,000 cubic feet 
per second diverted. 


The relative value of the Illinois waterway 


with vailous amounts of water appears to be a 
matter of controversy. 
The State Division of 


Waterways estimates that with 3. flow of 4,167 
, cubic feet per second, instead of 8,500 to 10,000 
cubic feet per second, losse- due to increased de- 
lay at locks would amount to a million dollars a 
year, assuming a traffic of 10,000,000 tons per 
year. But the army engineers figure that the de- 
lays due to increased current velocity with the 
larger flow will be practically equivalent t- the 
lockage delays at the lower flow. However, some 
benefits to the Illinois waterway in the form of 
wider and deeper channels. !ock facilities for 
larger fleets, and decreased costs, must result 
from more liberal flow of water. 


These figures would indicate that the 


most optimistic outlook for traffic on the 
canal would mean a saving of $1,000,000 


• at the locks as against a loss of $3,250,000 


to shipping on the Great lakes. 
And 


granting that the army engineers are cor- 
rect in their estimate the entire loss falls 
on the Great lakes with no benefit to ship- 
ping on the canal. Regarding the matter 
in the light of the figures given it must be 
apparent that the dilution of sewage for a 
city the size oi-Chicago is highly imprac- 
tical, and that the benefit to water traf- 
/ic of the diversion of more than 4,000 
cubic feet per second is doubtful indeed.

It might be well in this connection for 


the adults to remember that they arc not 
going to live forever and that the children 
taking part in this event will supersede 
them eventually in running the nation. 
The exchange of dolls will be a start to- 
ward building up a feeling which will find 
other ways than that of a recourse to 
arms to settle grave international prob- 
lems. 


This is a worthy movement and the 


plea of the Federal Council of Churches 
should be heeded. It is a small matter to 
send a doll to some Japanese child, but 
the reward in future years may be return- 
ed a thousandfold in friendship and good- 
will.

TOURISTS AND 
CONSERVATION 


Estimates of state highway depart- 


ments are that approximately 8,500,000 
tourists visited Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Minnesota this year. Of these almost half, 
or 4.000.000, came to \Visconsin. • Prob- 
ably the figures are a little overdrawn, as 
is generally done in estimating numbers. 
But even if we discount them by a liber- 
al percentage, it is obvious that the tour- 
ist business has become of incalculable 
value to Wisconsin and its sister states. 
The assertion is made that this business . 
yielded a gross income to the three states 
of $400.000.000. and about half of, this 
went to Wisconsin. Xor is the harvest yet 
over, for the hunting season is still on^ 
and that brings many persons from other, 
states to Wisconsin. 


The amount of money spent by the 


tourists in this state alone is nearly half 
of the value of all crops produced in Wis- 
consin as returned by the census of 1920. 
It is almost the equivalent of the combin- 
ed value of the butter, cheese and con- 
densed milk industries for 1919, and these 
are, of course, Wisconsin's greatest, ag- 
ricultural asset. 


The tourist trade should impress two 


facts upon the people of Wisconsin. In 
point of dollars it is a business worth 
.conserving and promoting, and this 
means providing larger and bettervacili- 
ties for accommodating visitors, with 
satisfying recreation and entertainment.. 
On the other hand, it accentuates the ne- 
cessity of wise conservation and the pro- 
tection-.of our national 
resources, to-' 


gether with Avild life. 
Tourists are de- 


structive of all these assets unless they 
are put under effective restraint and reg- 
ulation. All things considered, .conserva- 
tion, along with taxation, is probably' 
the most important public policy of Wis- 
consin at this time, and it is up to the leg- 
islature and the executive and adminis-' 
trative branches of state government to 
see that it is adequately provided for and 
carried out. 


HERE'S SOME HOUSEHOLD LINIMENT

uuuing eii'ect on the skin maybe preferable, such 
*s this: 


Lubricant. Rubbing Liniment 


Shake ur» half an ounce of sweet almond oil 


•with half a dram of- gum arable and half a 
pint of distilled water or-rain water. 
This makes a bland emulsion and it is rather 


nothing' for/a dry. chapped or irritated-skin. 


Camphor Liniment 
' ' 


Camphor liniment, is more familiarly known as 


camphorated oil, and when freshly made and of full 
jtrength it is excellent liniment for sprains, joint 
aches, sore muscles and neuralgic pain. It is famous 
is an embrocation for the chest, neck and even ap- 
plied "ver the bridjre of the nose in acute bron- 
^hitis, laryngitis, pharyngitis or rhinitis—not to call 
hese common respiratory ailments by the short and 
ugly name. This is the way to prepare your own 
Camphor liniment (camphorated oil): 


Put one ounce of coarsely powdered (gum 


camphor) in a bottle with four ounces of olive 
oil ("sweet oil") or sweet almond oil, or cotton 
seed oil, and heat gently by standing the loosely 
corked bottle in hot water, shaking the mixture 
up occasionally until the camphor is dissolved. 
As camphor Is volatile it evaporates when the 


iniment is left, standing- for weeks, even thpugh 
ightly corked, and so it is •well to prepare small 
quantities as required, to insure full strength. This 
iniment acts in all three ways—a rubefacient or 
reddener of the skin (counter irritation), through 
.bsorption of camphor by the lungs and through 
Jffect of massage. "\Ve omit reference to the psy- 
^hological effect of the odor of camphor. 


The British pharmocopoeia has an ammouniated 


camphor liniment which seems to contain consid- 
Table zip, if one desires something lively ^n the 
ray of a rubbil'ig remedy: 


Ammoniated CaniDhor Liniment. 


One ounce of camphor, 15 drops of oil of 


lavender, 
two ounces of stronger ammonia 


water, and enough alcohol to make the whole 
mixture measure eight ounces (% pint). . 
This will ma£e a clear solution, though it may 


not be clear how to get the alcohol to make it. 


A very good liniment for folk who like to know 
hey're usinir a liniment is 


Plain U. S. Amm'onia Liniment 


This was formerly called volatile liniment—a hint 
hat it should be freshly made when needed as it 
soon loses its strength on standing. 


Three ounces of ammonia water mixed with 


five ounces of cotton seed oil, olive oil, sweet 
almond oil or lard oil. Probably lard gives the 
best results, and if half an ounce of alcohol 
can be added it will improve the consistence of 
the liniment. Plain U. S. ammonia liniment is 
liquid at ordinary temperature, white, opaque 
and even without much rubbing; you are pretty 
sure to know it is working. 
Ordinary household ammonia may be used to 


make these liniments; for "stronger ammonia wa- 
:er" use one part household ammonia with two 
parts water; for "ammonia water" use one part 
household ammonia with four parts water. 


To those on the outside looking into the mysteries 


of medicine these liniments may not look so good, 
but from the inside looking out for the health of 
those on the outside I think they are not so bad. 


But there is more liniment to follow.

SPONGING ON AUTHORS 


Agnes Repplier, who is invariably 


trusty typewriter, contributes an ar- 
ticle to a current magazine in which 
she aims to protect authors, herself In- 
cluded, against the hosts who steal 
their time, who ask for free copies of 


books, who demand free articles, 


and who in a thousand other ways 
sponge on the author just as if an 
author is not subject to the same eco- 
nomic laws to which other people 
must submit.. 


As Miss Repplier makes clear and as 


every author knows, there are thous- 
ands of people who are under the im- 
pression that an author can just as 
well give them one of his books as not. 
If he refuses or Ignores their request 
they think him "tight." All he needs 
to do, they seem to think, is have his 
secretary wrap up one of his books 
and mail it to them. Of course, there 
is the postage, but what's a few 
stamps? 


PEOPLE INCONSIDERATE 


People who ask an author for copies 


of his books must be ignorant on the 
subject or else it would be Inconceiv- 
able that they should make such re- 
quests. They would never think of 
writing to a manufacturer of auto- 
mobiles and ask him to send on one of 
his cirs and seriously expect the re- 
quest to be honored. True, the price 
of a car is greater, than the price of 
a book, but. I am sure that to many 
an automobile manufacturer it is less, 
comparatively 
speaking, 
than the 


price of a book to an author. It Is cer- 
tain that the price of a "Baby Lin- 
coln" means much less to Henry Ford 
than the price o* a novel to eight out 
of ten novelists. 


Or if that illustration 1« unconvinc- 


ing, no one would -think of asking a 
manufacturer of perfume to send on 
a two dollar bottle ot his product free 
of charge, paying the postage to boot, 
or a pair of gloves of the same price 
or any other article in the price class 
of the average novel. 


But hundreds of persons make that 


request of most authors. The authors 
have written their books with infinite 
labor and they have risked the great- 
est gamble that anyone can make— 
they have entered into competition no1 
only with the greatest writers of the 
present but with tho greatest writers 
and thinkers of all time since the be 
ginning of the world. Then when the

strangers by th» scores and hundreds 
coolly ask for the volumes, with the 
postage thrown in.

Any additional copies of his novel 


that the author may wish he may buy 
from his publisher at the wholesale 
price of the book. Anyone therefore 
who asks an author for "-a free copy

thing as if he should walk into a book 
store conducted by someone ho does 
not know personally and should ask 
the proprietor to present him with a 
book.

along. There probably la no novelist 
famous or obscure who has not been 
deluged by such requests. 
In some 


cases it would be absolutely impossible 
for an author to comply with these 
requests •without going into bankrupt- 
cy. Usually it is assumed .that the 
author will feel so flattered by the 
request that he will gladly comply. If 
very young, he may react that way-at 
first to such requests but grim bread- 
and-Butter considerations soon teach 
him a saltutary lesson.
